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FOREWORD 


I  have  had  in  mind  for  some  time,  to  prepare  a 
family  tree  and  short  biography  and  history  of  the* 
/family,  and  have,  from  time  to  time,  been  gathering 
data  for  that  purpose.  1  had  intended  only  to  have 
a  few  typed  copies  for  the  immediate  family,  but 
when  I  got  Sonnes’  book,  “Drangedal  and  Turdal”, 
and  the  chart  of  the  ancestors,  I  thought  the  chart 
so  unique  it  was  worth  while  to  have  it  printed  and 
I  believe  the  chart  and  early  history,  though  brief, 
will  be  very  interesting.  Much  credit  is  due  lion. 
Olav  Sannes  for  his  contributions  to  this  book  in 
drafting  the  chart.  It  shows  much  painstaking 
work.  lie  is  representing  his  people  as  representa¬ 
tive  in  the  Storthing  (congress)  at  Oslo,  and  is  a 
double  second  cousin  of  ours.  Prof.  Nicholas  Gun¬ 
derson,  of  Sparta,  Wis.,  kindly  furnished  the  data  for 
the  Wisconsin  branch  of  the  family.  Mrs.  Nora 
Easton  kindly  did  the  typing  and  C.  M.  Nelson  fur¬ 
nished  substantial  financial  assistance  to  have  it  pub¬ 
lished.  I  hope  that  alter  the  book  has  been  read 
through  it  may  find  a  place  in  the  book  case,  where 
it  may  be  handy  as  a  reference  for  its  statistics. 

Nos,  where  father  and  mother  were  born,  and 
lived  until  1845,  is  situated  about  twenty-five  miles 
inland  from  Kragero,  in  a  valley  called  Drangedal 
(dal  means  valley).  The  buildings  cluster  up  under 
“Nos  Nibbin”,  a  steep  mountain  with  Nos  Van  (Ncs 
lake)  in  the  foreground,  with  the  farm  land  between 
(see  picture) .  In  1400  Nos  was  spelled  Nos ;  in  1G00, 
Noss ;  in  1800,  Naas.  To  facilitate  pronouncing 
Naas,  I  have  adopted  the  original  way  of  spelling 
the  name— Nos — pronounced  the  same  as  nose. 

In  going  from  Kragero  to  Nos,  you  pass  through 
Sanidal  to  Merkebek.  From  here  you  follow  the 
lake  shores  of  Hildala  and  Tokke  and  Kjilen,  on  roads 
built  by  the  government,  better  than  our  gravel 
roads,  but  narrow  and  very  crooked  with  sharp 
turns,  to  Prestestranden,  where  a  small  village  has 
sprung  up  in  recent  years.  Here  is  where  the  church 
is  located,  where  lather,  mother  and  grandparents 
were  baptised,  confirmed  and  married.  I  happened 
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to  be  there  when  they  had  amission  meeting  last  fall, 
with  about  four  hundred  in  attendance.  From  Preste- 
stranden  the  valley  runs  northeast  past  Nos  and 
Turdal  valleys,  northwest.  The  new  railroad  £40 m 
Kragero  to  Oslo  was  opened  in  December  with  a  sta¬ 
tion  about  a  mile  from  Nos.  There  are  five  home 
owners  on  the  old  estate,  and  with  all  the  buildings 
it  looks  like  a  little  village.  At  present  there  is  a 
small  store  and  a  postoffice  there.  By  examining  the 
chart  you  will  notice  that  the  oldest  branch  of  the 
family  came  from  Turdal.  Ilerren  (Lord)  Iialvard 
Graatop  Roalstad,  a  chieftain,  later  Vrolstad  and 
now  Volstad.  Two  of  his  descendants,  Volstad  and 
Wefald,  have  been  members  of  congress. 

Nos  is  mentioned  in  Sonnes’  book  as  early  as 
1448,  but  our  family  did  not  have  possession  of  Nos 
until  the  sixteenth  century,  when  Gunar  Knutsen 
from  Tvit  came  to  Nos.  It  continued  in  the  posses¬ 
sion  of  the  family  until  1845,  when  father  sold  it  to 
come  to  America. 

Other  branches  of  the  family  are  Rev.  Tyke  Jen¬ 
sen,  a  Danish  preacher;  Solberg  and  Tveit.  They 
were  always  freeholders  or  “Bonders”. 

This  section  of  Norway  depends  to  a  great  ex¬ 
tent  on  the  export  of  lumber.  When  lumber  prices 
are  good  times  are  good,  and  when  low,  times  are 
hard,  which  is  the  situation  there  at  this  time.  No 
market  for  lumber,  and  the  community  is  bankrupt. 
The  population  of  this  community,  as  given  by  Son¬ 
nes,  was,  in  1350,  100;  in  1664,  385;  in  1781,  1,120; 
in  1900,  2,667. 

The  first  steamboat  on  Lake  Tokke  ran  July  1, 
1864.  This,  and  another  built  since,  will  not  have 
much  to  do  when  the  new  railroad  is  finished.  Great 
changes  have  taken  place  in  eighty-three  years.  Then 
the  only  mode  of  travel  to  church,  seven  miles  away, 
was  by  boat  in  the  summer  and  sleighs  or  skates 
over  the  frozen  lakes  in  winter.  Now  one  can  go  by 
train  or  auto  on  fine  roads. 

I  suggest  that  this  genealogy  and  history  be  re¬ 
vised  and  brought  up  to  date  every  thirty  or  thirty- 
five  years.

Father  and  mother,  with  five  children,  grand 
father,  grandmother  and  daughter,  Marie,  left  the 
old  home  in  Norway,  in  the  spring  of  1845,  and  came 
by  sailing  vessel  to  New  York,  thence  by  canal  boat 
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to  Buffalo  and  by  sail  boat  up  the  lakes  to  Milwau¬ 
kee,  and  by  ox  team  and  on  foot  thirty-live  miles 
west  of  Milwaukee,  where  they  bought  a  farm,  with 
a  small  log  house  on  it,  for  $800,  located  on  the  easV 
bank  of  the  Rock  River.  They  had  only  a  few  neigh¬ 
bors,  among  the  Indians,  where  cholera  and  malarial 
lever  were  a  constant  menace  for  several  years. 

W  ith  sickness  and  death  and  hungry  emigrants 
all  around  them,  crying  for  assistance,  the  consider¬ 
able  means  brought  with  them  from  Norway,  where 
they  had  enjoyed  a  nice  home  and  all  comforts,  was 
soon  materially  diminished,  as  their  hospitality  was 
well  known.  Their  home  was  always  filled  to  the 
utmost  capacity,  lor  shorter  or  longer  periods. 

One  summer,  father  and  Uncle  Ole  were  the  only 
ones  in  the  neighborhood  to  care  for  the  sick  and  to 
bin  y  the  dead,  so  the  trials  of  pioneer  life,  as  recited 
by  mother,  were  severe  in  the  extreme.  While  father 
was  busy  building,  and  digging  stumps  and  stones, 
to  get  the  patch  of  ground  ready  for  cultivation, 
mother  burnt  the  tallow  dip,  needle  in  hand,  making 
clothes  for  men,  women  and  children.  You  could  not 
go  to  the  store  and  buy  anything  ready  made  at 
that  time. 


While  mother  was  busy  with  the  housework, 
grandma  took  care  of  us  children  and  she  was  so 
good  to  us,  the  dear  old  soul,  she  could  not  scold,  no 
matter  what  we  did.  No  wonder  we  children  adored 
grandma,  and  she  was  so  grateful  for  any  little  favor 
shown  her,  and  appreciated  anything  we  would  do 
for  her. 

Father  and  mother  surely  did  a  great  deal  for 
the  newcomers,  and  it  has  been  my  privilege  to  hear 
from  the  lips  of  some  of  those  who  were  befriended 
in  those  trying  times,  their  appreciation  and  grati¬ 
tude,  expressed  in  more  eloquent  terms  than  flowers 
could  signify,  and  I  deem  it  a  great  heritage  for  chil¬ 
dren  to  enjoy  the  high  esteem  their  parents  were 
held  in. 

After  living  on  the  farm  for  twenty-three  vears 
we  came  to  Kasson,  Minn.,  April  2nd,  1868,  where 
lather  died  two  years  later. 
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When  we  came  to  Kasson  father  invested  part 
of  the  money  received  for  the  farm  in  partnership 
with  Lewis,  and  built  a  home  with  the  rest,  the  firm 
being  G.  Nelson  &  Son.  This  was  about  three  years 
after  the  Civil  war,  and  in  the  readjustment  period 
when  prices  were  on  the  toboggan  slide,  and  in  a  few 
years  the  investment  was  practically  gone.  Then 
mother  had  another  siege  to  go  through  for  a  few 
years,  as  most  of  the  children  were  not  old  enough 
to  be  self-supporting,  and  the  outlook  was  not  so 
bright  at  times.  But  mother  never  gave  up  and  kept 
the  children  all  at  home,  each  doing  what  he  could 
to  keep  the  wolf  from  the  door  and  keep  up  appear¬ 
ances,  and  it  pleased  her  to  live  to  see  all  her  children 
do  well  and  she  enjoyed  her  declining  years  visiting 
among  her  children,  always  ready  and  able  to  go, 
although  handicapped  by  not  being  able  to  see  well 
enough  to  read  during  the  last  few  years,  and  her 
hearing  being  poorer  toward  the  last.  Mother  was 
much  interested  in  the  church  and  was,  with  the 
family,  instrumental  in  organizing  the  Kasson  con¬ 
gregation.  Her  name  may  be  seen  inscribed  in  the 
Lutheran  church  bell  at  Kasson. 

Rev.  N.  Brandt  was  our  pastor  in  Wisconsin. 
He  shared  the  hardships  of  pioneer  life  with  early 
settlers.  An  intimate  friendship  between  the  fami¬ 
lies  resulted  and  continued.  He  made  us  many  visits 
here  before  mother  died. 

When  grandpa  and  Aunt  Marie  died,  not  very 
long  after  coming  to  America,  grandma  had  expected 
to  live  with  Uncle  Ole,  who  had  grandpa’s  farm,  but 
she  did  not  feel  at  home  there  and  wanted  to  live 
with  us,  which  she  did  until  she  died.  Our  maternal 
grand  mother’s  maiden  name  was  Marken  Olsen  Kur- 
dala;  she  was  born  in  1794  and  died  in  1877. 

The  only  relatives  on  the  paternal  side  of  the 
family  now  living,  as  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  find 
out,  are,  a  second  cousin,  Nels  Knutson  Nos,  who 
lives  on  one  of  the  places  on  the  old  Nos  estate  and  a 
Storthings  man,  Olad  Sonnes,  of  Hamoia,  Norway, 
and  the  Gabriel  Olsen  family. 

On  the  maternal  side  there  are  the  children  of 
Knut,  Ole  and  Elling. 


GUNDERSON  FAMILY  HISTORY 


A  1.  NILS  (NAAS,  or  NOS  as  now  used  on  tlTc* 
maps)  GUNDERSON,  one  of  the  pioneers  in  the 
Rock  River  settlement,  was  born  in  Drangedal,  Nor¬ 
way,  Mar.  1st,  1835.  lie  came  to  America  at  the  age 
of  ten  with  his  parents,  Gunder  and  Asper  Naas  Nel¬ 
son,  in  the  spring  of  1845.  The  trip  across  the  ocean 
was  made  in  a  sail  boat  called  the  “Oleous”,  in  seven 
weeks  and  two  days.  This  was  regarded  as  breaking 
all  records  for  speed  up  to  that  time.  The  trip  from 
New  York  to  Milwaukee  was  made  by  way  of  the 
Erie  canal  and  the  Great  Lakes.  They  drove  from 
Milwaukee  to  the  banks  ol  the  Rock  River  with  oxen, 
a  distance  of  thirty-five  miles.  Here  they  chose  to 
cast  their  lot,  and  with  a  lew  other  early  pioneers, 
they  became  the  nucleus  of  the  Rock  River  Norwe¬ 
gian  settlement  and  congregation. 


A  2.  ANNE  CORFELD.  On  June  15th,  1861, 
Mr.  Gunderson  was  married  to  Anne  Corfeld,  daugh¬ 
ter  ot  Ole  and  Eli  Corfeld,  who  were  among  the  pio¬ 
neers  who  braved  the  frontier  life  and  blazed  the 
way  for  the  future  state. 


Ten  children  were  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Nils 
Gunderson,  three  sons  and  seven  daughters.  Only 
two  sons  are  now  living.

On  June  15th,  1911,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Gunderson 
celebrated  their  fiftieth  wedding-  anniversary  on  the 
farm  where  they  had  lived  all  their  married  lives. 
On  that  occasion  Rev.  N.  Brandt,  who  performed 
the  marriage  ceremony  fifty  years  before,  was  pres¬ 
ent  and  gave  one  of  the  addresses. 

Mr.  Gunderson  wrs  always  interested  in  schools 
and  in  education  and  was  always  ready  and  willing 
to  further  any  worthy  cause  to  the  full  extent  of  his 
means  and  ability.  He  was  a  loyal  member  of  the 
Lutheran  church  and  was  always  eager  to  promote 
its  interests  and  extend  its  influence. 

He  died  on  Jan.  23rd,  1913,  at  his  home  on  the 

farm  near  Ixonia,  where  he  had  lived  for  fifty-two 

years.  Interment  was  in  the  Rock  River  cemetery.

A  (II)  1.  MRS.  ANNE  GUNDERSON,  wife  of 
Nils  Gunderson,  was  born  in  Gulbrandsdalen,  Nor¬ 
way,  Mar.  17th,  1839.  As  a  little  girl  of  six  years  of 
age,  she  came  to  America  with  her  parents,  Ole  and 
Eli  Corfeld,  in  the  spring  of  1845.  The  trip  across 
the  Atlantic  was  made  in  seven  weeks  in  a  sail  boat 
called  the  “Presiosa”.  When  they  reached  New 
York  there  was  great  rejoicing,  for  they  had  made 
the  trip  in  record  time  and  had  beaten  the  “Oleous”, 
which  was  considered  one  of  the  fastest  boats,  by 
two  days.  They  reached  Milwaukee,  by  way  of  the 
Erie  canal  and  the  Great  Lakes,  on  Aug.  10th  of  the 
same  year. 

Milwaukee,  at  that  time,  was  only  a  small  village 
built  in  the  swamp  along  the  lake.  From  there  they 
made  their  way  through  the  woods  on  foot  and  with 
oxen  to  the  west  bank  of  the  Rock  River,  a  distance 
of  thirty-five  miles  from  Milwaukee.  Here  they  built 
their  log  house,  which  was  to  become  their  home  in 
the  new  world. 
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On  June  15th,  1861,  she  was  married  to  Nils 
(Naas)  Gunderson  and  moved  to  the  farm,  near 
Ixonia,  where  she  lived  for  sixty-two  years.  Ten 
children  were  born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Gunderson,  thro*, 
sons  and  seven  daughters.  One  of  her  sons  and  her 
seven  daughters  preceded  her  in  death. 


Mrs.  Gunderson’s  whole  life  was  lived  for  others. 
She  was  always  planning  to  make  others  happy  and 
comfortable.  She  was  a  member  of  the  Rock  River 
Lutheran  church,  and  her  highest  aim  in  life  was  to 
remain  true  to  her  early  faith  and  Christian  ideals. 
When  the  summons  came  on  Sunday  morning,  May 
27th,  1923,  she  was  willing  and  leady  to  meet  her 
Pilot  face  to  face.  Interment  was  made  beside  her 
husband  in  the  Rock  River  cemetery,  Rev.  R.  A.  Har- 
risville  officiating.

Mar.  12th,  1927.  Mr.  St.  Aubin  was  French  Can¬ 
adian  and  died  in  1913.

A  few  months  later 
they  moved  into  the  house  which  they  had  built 
facing  west  on  Mantorville  street  (the  first  house 
in  the  fourth  block  north  of  Main  street),  where  she 
lived,  with  the  exception  of  about  two  years,  when 
she  moved  to  St.  Paul  in  1907.  She  worked  as  a 
dressmaker  in  Kasson  for  approximately  ten  years 
and  then  clerked  in  the  Nelson  Brothers’  dry  goods 
store.  Feb.  14th,  1891,  she  was  married  to  Samuel 
Lord  at  Kasson,  Minn. 

Samuel  Lord  was  born  in  Marion,  Olmsted 
county,  Minn.,  Feb.  25th,  1859;  died  Sept.  1st,  1925, 
at  St.  Paul,  Minn. 

Samuel  Lord  was  the  son  of  Samuel  Lord  (who 
was  a  lawyer;  member  of  the  Minnesota  legislature, 
1857-1858;  oi  the  senate,  1865-1866-1869;  county  at¬ 
torney  of  Dodge  county,  1866-1868;  judge  of  the 
Fifth  Judicial  district,  1871 ;  re-elected  1878  and  pre¬ 
sided  at  the  trial  of  and  sentenced  the  Younger 
brothers)  and  Louisa  Maria  Compton. 

He  attended  the  public  schools  at  Mantorville, 
Minn. ;  Carleton  College,  Northfield,  Minn. ;  Shattuck 
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School,  Faribault,  Minn.,  and  studied  law  in  the  office 
of  C.  D.  Murray,  Dunkirk,  N.  Y.  He  was  admitted 
to  the  bar  at  Mantorville,  Minn.,  Aug.  18th,  1885. 
He  practiced  law  at  Kasson,  Minn.,  until  appoints 
Tax  Commissioner  in  1907  and  thereafter  returnee 
to  try  cases. 

He  was  county  attorney  of  Dodge  county  from 
1886  to  1889  and  was  elected  State  Senator  in  1898 
and  in  1902.  He  was  a  delegate  at  large  to  the  Na¬ 
tional  Republican  convention  at  Philadelphia  where 
he  was  elected  chairman  of  the  delegation.  He  was 
vice  president  of  the  National  Tax  Association,  1920- 
1921,  and  president  of  the  association,  1921-1922, 
and  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Inheritance  Tax 
Legislation.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Minnesota  Tax 
Commission  from  its  creation  in  1907  until  his  death 
in  1925. 

Samuel  Lord  on  both  his  father’s  and  his  moth¬ 
er’s  side  was  a  descendant  of  old  New  England  fami¬ 
lies.  He  was  a  “lineal  descendant  of  Thomas  Lord 
who  with  Joseph  Hooker  and  a  few  other  kindred 
spirits  founded  the  city  of  Hartford,  Conn.”  He  was 
also  a  lineal  descendant,  on  his  mother’s  side,  of 
Josiah  Cleveland  who  went  all  through  the  Revolu¬ 
tionary  war  and  fought  under  George  Washington 
(Volume  I  of  “The  Genealogy  of  the  Cleveland  and 
Cleaveland  families”). 

He  has  written  an  interesting  account  of  the 
pioneer  days  in  Mantorville  and  of  his  family  life 
and  home,  called,  “Recollections  of  Mantorville”,  a 
copy  of  which  is  in  the  Minnesota  State  Historical 
Society.

years  and  when  the  store  at  Kenyon  was  purchased 
from  Mr.  J.  I.  Stene  she  became  the  manager  and 
continued  as  such  during  the  thirty  years  existence 
of  the  Nelson  Mercantile  Company  and  a  few  years 
after  its  dissolution.  The  stock  was  small  and  busi¬ 
ness  light  when  Mrs.  Holmen  took  charge,  but 
through  hard  work  and  good  business  ability  she 
built  it  up  to  the  largest  and  best  business  of  its 
kind  in  Kenyon. 

J.  C.  E.  Holmen’s  parents  were  Hans  I.  A.  Hol¬ 
men  and  Mathilda  Elise  Orby.  Mr.  Holmen  spent 
his  early  years  in  Rochester,  Minn.,  and  later  be¬ 
came  bookkeeper  for  the  Monitor  Plow  Works  of 
Minneapolis ;  then  engaged  in  the  hardware  business 
with  Mr.  L.  G.  Nelson,  at  Kasson,  Minn.;  assistant 
cashier  of  the  First  National  Bank  at  Kasson;  then 
a  partner  with  John  G.  Gunderson  at  Kenyon,  Minn. ; 
later,  with  A.  G.  Nelson  and  C.  M.  Nelson,  purchased 
the  dry  goods  stock  of  J.  I.  Stene.  When  the  Nel¬ 
son  Mercantile  Company  was  organized  he  was 
elected  treasurer,  and  manager,  with  his  wife,  of  the 
Kenyon  store.  He  was  cashier  of  the  Citizens  State 
Bank  of  Kenyon  for  thirty  years,  beginning  in  Janu¬ 
ary,  1896,  and  after  thirty  years  service  was  elected 
president  of  the  bank,  the  position  that  he  at  pres¬ 
ent  holds.

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SOME  RECOLLECTIONS 


When  we  landed  at  Kasson,  April  3rd,  1868, 
found  plenty  of  mud,  but  no  sidewalks,  except  in 
front  of  the  stores.  The  first  few  days  we  made 
our  home  with  Halvor  Tollefson’s  family,  who  lived 
in  the  second  house  east  of  the  Botsford  lumber 
yard.  The  first  summer  we  lived  in  the  square 
roofed  house  south  of  Martin  Larson  s  feed  barn. 
That  summer  we  built  the  main  part  of  the  house 
where  D.  W.  Brewer  now  lives.  The  one  story  part 
was  on  the  place  when  we  bought  it.  This  was  the 
parental  home  until  all  the  children  were  married. 

On  our  arrival  in  Kasson,  I  commenced  to  work 
ns  clerk  in  White  &  Nelson’s  store  on  the  corner. 
Later  we  bought  Wm.  Dibble’s  stock  and  moved 
into  the  building  where  Louis  An dei son’s  grocery 
store  now  is  (then  a  wooden  building)  as  G.  Nel¬ 
son  &  Son.  This  was  closed  out  when  Lewis  was 
elected  register  of  deeds. 

Nelson  Bros,  commenced  business  by  trading  a 
farm  we  had  an  equity  in,  for  a  bankrupt  stock 
owned  by  Mrs.  Sorenson,  of  Dodge  Center — L.  G., 
A.  G.  and  C.  M.,  as  partners.  Later  we  took  in  J. 
C.  E.  Dolmen  in  a  partnership  to  buy  out  John 
Stene’s  store  at  Kenyon. 

In  time  A.  G.  and  C.  M.  bought  out  L.  G.’s  in¬ 
terest.  Lewis,  who  had  been  in  the  grocery  and 
drug  business  at  the  old  corner  again,  with  Chris 
Nelson  and  one  time  with  Jim  Decker  as  partners, 
sold  out  to  Tollefson  Bros.,  and  bought  out  the  hard¬ 
ware  store  in  the  Odd  Fellows  block,  with  J.  C.  E. 
Dolmen  for  a  partner,  later  buying  Dolmen’s  share 
when  Dolmen  went  to  Kenyon. 

In  1892  the  Nelson  Mercantile  Company  was  in¬ 
corporated  with  all  the  members  of  the  family  stock¬ 
holders — L.  G.  Nelson,  president;  A.  G.  Nelson,  sec¬ 
retary;  C.  M.  Nelson,  vice  president,  and  J.  C.  E. 
Dolmen,  treasurer — with  three  stores,  Kasson,  Ken¬ 
yon  and  a  drug  store  at  Owatonna.  Later  the  drug¬ 
store  was  sold  to  Netz,  who  had  had  an  interest  in 
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the  store  before  he  bought  it,  and  a  dry  goods  store 
was  started,  now  owned  by  C.  M.  Nelson’s  heirs. 
The  charter  expiring  in  1917,  the  three  stores  were 
sold,  A.  G.  Nelson  buying  the  Kasson  store;  C.  M* 
Nelson,  the  Owatonna  store,  and  Mina  Holmen  buy¬ 
ing  two-thirds  and  Walter  and  Howard  Nelson  one- 
third  of  the  Kenyon  store. 

In  1910  I,  with  Walter  and  Howard,  bought  a 
store  at  Granville,  N.  D.,  where  we  did  very  well 
for  a  few  years,  but  in  1910  we  had  a  fire  in  which 
we  lost  nearly  all  we  had  in  it. 

C.  M.  and  I  helped  Albert  Hilton  to  start  a  store 
at  Erwin,  S.  D.,  and  after  a  few  years  we  sold  out 
to  him. 

In  1875  we  bought  the  insurance  business  from 
T.  0.  Hall,  conducted  on  the  corner  where  the  Roch¬ 
ester  Gasoline  Station  now  stands.  This  was  not  a 
good  deal,  as  T.  0.  Hall,  after  he  got  the  money,  se¬ 
cretly  advised  some  of  the  companies  not  to  trans¬ 
fer  the  agency  as  he  would  continue  to  be  their  agent 
here.  However,  we  did  a  pretty  fair  business  for  a 
couple  of  years  and  sold  the  business  back  to  T.  0. 
Hall. 

Uncle  Ole  Tykesen,  born  1825 ;  married  in  1850, 
Olava  Olsen  (Gomperud),  a  sister  of  Gabriel  Olsen, 
late  of  Kasson.  He  came  to  Rock  River,  Wis.,  in 
1846.  He  moved  with  his  family  in  a  prairie 
schooner  in  the  eighties  onto  a  claim  in  North  Da¬ 
kota,  three  miles  west  of  what  is  now  Minot.  The 
nearest  market  at  that  time  was  Bismarck  or  Grand 
Forks.  Twenty  years  or  so  ago  he  moved  with  his 
family  to  Bellingham,  Wash.,  where  he  died  April 
14th,  1913.  Four  of  his  children  are  living — Amelia 
Jensen,  Edward,  Tomine  Gasman  and  Julia  Si  mon¬ 
sen. 

Uncle  Elling  Tykeson  and  wife,  Maria,  came  to 
America  in  1845  and  settled  in  Pierce  county,  Wis¬ 
consin.  His  wife  died  many  years  ago  and  he  died 
a  few  years  ago  at  Martel,  Wis.  They  had  two  chil¬ 
dren,  Marcus,  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  Wis¬ 
consin  Law  School  and  for  many  years  attorney  for 
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the  Twin  City  Rapid  Transit  Company  at  St.  Paul. 
He  died  several  years  ago  and  his  widow,  Sylvia,  now 
resides  at  Palo  Alto,  Calif.  They  have  four  chi'- 
dren:  Ruth,  Elling,  Philip  and  Mary.  Uncle  Eli- 
mg’s  other  child  was  a  daughter,  Mary,  who'^s 
married. 


Uncle  Ivnut  was  in  America  for  a  visit  about 
lorty-five  years  ago.  His  daughter  lives  on  Orvik, 
near  Kragero.  I  made  her  a  visit  when  in  Norway. 
She  is  79  years  old.  When  Uncle  Knut  went  back 
to  Norway  he  made  me  a  present  of  his  violin.
